shots. , 

One thin dollar now helps save one full life. 

But those who are unconcerned about the dread dis- 
ease, polio, will find that many dollars won’t save a life. 

Orange County has over four paralytic polio cases this 
year. Those four people who saved a dollar will spend a 
fortune trying to restore health. 

_“Those who neglect the immunizing vaccine are the 
guinea pigs scientists use in the study of polio’s natural 
history,” stated Orange County Health Officer, Dr. Ed- 
ward Russell. 

To date some 36,044 doses of the Salk vaccine have 
been administered in Orange County. But it certainly 
doesn’t serve as a major figure if immunizations. 

Various hospitals in the county are giving vaccine 
throughout the week while mobile vaccine units visit shop- 
ping centers. Local newspapers regularly print a schedule 
of polio stations. 

“Polio’s principal ally seems to be public apathy,” 
asserted Dr. Russell’s bulletin. “Fear of immunization is 
inconsequential; lack of fear of the disease contributes to 


lack of concern of some of the public,” the bulletin went :

Popular demand has initiated a complete program of 
real estate courses at Santa Ana College for fall, 1960. The 
two year program, leading to an associate in arts degree, is 
available with the first two courses of the eight course 


plan being offered this semester. Each is a three unit 


course, 

Orange County realtors aided 
in setting up the program to meet 
the needs of the local area. 

Instructor of the real estate 
practice course, W. E. Jolly, has 
had many years of parctical ex- 
perience in real estate, as well as 
college training. He taught the 
real estate practice course in 
other colleges and is currently 
operating his own real estate office 
in Westminster. 


The real estate practice course 
will cover the phases of everyday 
operation in real estate brokerage 
and will include instruction in 
listing, prospecting, advertising, 


financing and taxes. 

William Ring, instructor of the 
real estate law course, has a BA 
degree in real estate from the 
University of Southern California, 
and is now associated with the 
Harbor Investment Company of 
Newport Beach. 

The real estate law course is de- 
signed to develop an understand- 
ing of real estate transactions. 

According to Kenneth N. Grif- 
fin, dean of extended day courses, 
enrollment should not exceed 45 
members a class. Final registra- 
tion date for the courses is Sep- 
tember 23, but remaining space 
in the classes is limited.
